When owner Francis Flores 
sought the help of Wilmer 
Lopez of WLopez Designs, 
the former knew exactly what 
he wanted his resto bar to 
look and feel like.

To extend the ground 
floor, homeowner 
and designer Mikki 
ALingarog installed 
mirrors (all recycled) 
in various shapes and 
sizes, and repainted 
the walls beige. On 
the accent wall, Mikki 
hung two clocks that 
don’t work — one is set 
to the time of Mikki and 
Matthew’s wedding; 
the other tells the time 
of Mayumi’s birth. Two 
of the few brand-new 
items in the living 
room are the couches, 
which Mikki got from 
Mandaue Foam. The 
wooden chandelier is a 
DIY creation. 





When they moved in, buying an oven 
with a stovetop and rangehood was 
beyond the Alingarogs’ budget. So 
they kept Mikki’s stand-alone oven 
and got a separate stovetop. They 
bought the engine for the rangehood 
for just PI, 000, and had a carpenter 
build the rangehood out of recycled 
plywood and a screen for a filter. The 
oven is hidden behind a cabinet under 
the stove. When Mikki bakes, she just 
keeps the doors of the cabinet open.

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Another steal from Mandaue Foam is 
this six-seater dining set. Hanging over 
it is a capiz chandelier bought from 
Robles Heritage (CW Home Depot 
Ortigas). “We only buy pieces when we 
earn extra money from our projects,” 
says Mikki. To keep the room classy 
and clean, she had one of their workers 
build a shelved stand (from recycled 
wood) for the DIY-inspired grandfather 
clock. This clock covers the unsightly 
panel box on the wall. 


REAL HOMES 


I f there was ever a house that sings “DIY” from its trusses 
and pipes, the Alingarogs’ three-story townhouse 
must be it. Once you see the chicken-feed baskets 
used as light fixtures, mayonnaise jars turned into 
flower vases, and scraps of plywood transformed into 
an eye-catching chandelier, you’ll know that ingenuity and 
creativity designed this place. 

“We did a lot of DIY out of need. That was our design 
concept,” laughs homeowner and interior designer Mikki 
Alingarog, who shares the cozy home with her husband 
Matthew and their one-and-a-half-year-old daughter 
Mayumi. “I had just given birth when we moved in, and 
we came from fixing up our old home, so we were working 
from a tight budget.” 

They had their work cut out for them. The townhouse 
they moved into had been occupied by tenants for the past 
15 years, and it was in desperate need of some designer 
TLC. The outside walls were pink, the inside walls were 
green, and the kitchen tiles were orange. The floor tiles on 
all three stories were old and broken. Ventilation and light 
sources were in short supply. 

It was a huge help — and it still is — that Mikki and 
Matthew are in the construction business. So after taking 
care of the essentials, such as fixing the plumbing and 
electrical systems, Mikki started taking home scraps of 
wood, leftover paint, and anything else she could salvage 
from their various construction projects (all of which would 
have been thrown away). These she used in her own home. 

For instance, the table and two benches sitting in the 
garage used to be wooden trusses of old homes that the 
couple had worked on. This area is where they hold parties, 
which usually involve families who occupy all the other 
townhouses in the compound. 

In the living room, the first thing guests will notice is a 
wooden chandelier. It’s a testament to Mikki’s creativity. “I 
drew the design on manila paper and then asked one of our 
workers to cut it on scrap plywood and then paint it white,” 
she says. 

In fact, looking around the living room that fiows into 
the dining room and kitchen, you'll see many of Mikki’s 
DIY design and storage solutions. “We designed things in 
such a way that not much was built in,” says Mikki. “So just 
in case we move out, we can take most of these with us.” 

Case in point: the custom-made shelves under the 
ground-floor stairs. They are on casters, which make 
them easy to pull out, revealing even more storage space 
behind them. 

Not all the pieces in the Alingarog home were made 
from scratch, however. Some — such as the kitchen island — 
are hand-me-downs from family. “The piece I’m proudest

Real living is living according 
to your needs, reusing and 
recycling whatever you can. 
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This room benefited the most from 
Mikki’s Long periods of bedrest 
throughout her difficult pregnancy. 
While in bed, Mikki made stuffed 
toys, the mobile (made from felt 
bought in Divisoria), and scoured 
Pinterest and Instagram for more 
design inspirations. Mikki created an 
art corner to encourage Mayumi’s 
Love of art. This corner has a framed 
chalkboard made from scratch: 
recycled plywood painted with 
chalkboard paint, and a frame from 
Mikki’s mom’s shop. 

Practically everything in Mayumi’s 
room is handmade or recycled. Her 
TV table used to be her parents’ 
buffet table in their previous home; 
the couch in her reading nook uses 
the mattress in her oLd changing table 
and the wood from her old crib; the 
magnetic board in her play area used 
be part of the roof of an old house. 


of is that island,” says Mikki, who loves to cook. “That used 
to be my father-in-law’s desk. We just installed shelves 
underneath for more storage.” 

Mikki and Matthew’s bedroom is another treasure 
trove of repurposed genius. It also holds many “rejects” 
from Mikki’s various interior design projects. “I had our 
headboard made during my difficult pregnancy when I had 
to sleep sitting up because of intense nausea,” says Mikki. 
“The heavy gray fabric of the headboard was originally for 
a client, who didn’t like it too much. So I took the material 
home and used it.” 

Despite the pieces being recycled, the master 
bedroom — in hues of gray and blue — has a cohesive look 
that makes it conducive to a restful night’s sleep. To an 
appreciative eye, everything in that bedroom belongs 
there. No one needs to know that the bed, in fact, was 
made from two big pieces of scrap wood hauled from a 
construction site. 

Down the hall in Mayumi’s room, the Pinterest feel 
continues, this time bursting with color. 

“When we moved in, this room was bare, with just a 
mattress on the floor,” says Mikki. “When Yumi got bigger, 
we transformed her changing table into a cabinet for her 
clothes. And then, with more scrap wood, I designed a 
dollhouse-shaped cabinet that we screwed on top of the 
old changing table. This is where we hang Yumi’s clothes.” 
Mikki painted it bright red using paint left over from 
another home she designed. 

“Whenever I get stressed out, I come in here,” says 
Mikki. “It’s my favorite room in the house.” 

For DIY lovers, however, it will be a difficult task 
picking a favorite room in the Alingorog home. Each one 
is a gem in itself, lovingly designed and providing the 
best lesson for young families: “Before, tapon lang kami 
nang tapon” says Mikki. “And then we went through some 
budget constraints which made us realize how important 
things are. Instead of throwing things away, you can still 
use them.” RL

and no bathroom. To solve this, Mikki and 
Matthew did away with the balcony and built 
a bathroom over it. The previous tenant had 
transformed the end of the bedroom into a 
sort of entertainment nook, with a bar and 
a TV area. This, the Alingarogs transformed 
into a walk-in closet (with a sink, since there 
was no space for it in the bathroom). The 
maxi-size ottoman across the bed is another 
project “overrun.” It turned out to be too big 
for a room Mikki was designing for another 
client, so she just bought it from the 
furniture maker at half-price and parked it 
in the bedroom. 


Because sKe lacked, plywood, Mikki painted some 
of tkese inspirational quotes directly on tKe wall of 
the garage.

REAL HOMES 
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URBAN ABODE AND RL 

Interior designer Kristine Neri- 
Magturo has been regularly 
featured in the pages of Real 
Living since the magazine’s 
early years. Here, she shares 
her experience in working 
with RL. 

'Real Living has enabled 
me to share my love of interior 
design and transforming spaces,” 
says Kristine. Being featured in 
the magazine’s pages through 
the home projects she has 
worked on enabled her to build 
a relationship with readers and 
potential clients even before their 
first meeting. 

"When a client reaches out to 
me, there is already a basis of 
confidence and faith, because 
they have consistently seen 
my work. This is a credit to the 
lens of beauty and authenticity 
that RL is respected for, and is 
a big reason why I truly trust 


RL to feature my projects,” the 
designer adds. 

The first RL stary that featured 
Kristine was a makeover of a 
cramped children’s bedroom. "I 
saw how our chosen vocation 
can meaningfully change lives 
beyond style and aesthetics,” she 
says. Years later, the launch of 
Kristine’s bespoke furniture and 
lifestyle store. Urban Abode, also 
landed on the pages of RL. "I 
almost cried, thinking how much 
my design practice has grown, 
and that I was able to give work 
and income to my team. Now 
that I have a husband and a 
baby RL is still very much part 
of our family.” 

Kristine’s concept of "real 
living? ” "It is celebrating our 
blessings and challenging 
ourselves to positively impact 
lives by constructively 
unleashing our inner beauty into 
the spaces we breathe.” 


I f you had a pool, a gym, a sauna, and a library in your own home, not 
to mention ample space in the bedrooms, study, and living and dining 
areas, would you ever leave unless you had to go to work or school? 

The answer is likely no, and not surprisingly, it’s the same for 
Ginger and her husband’s brood of three. This three-story, six- 
bedroom home is the family’s sanctuary — a place they look forward to 
enjoying at the end of a busy day. The place is huge, but the family admits to 
being low-key, with simple needs but a unique taste. 

“Kaya ganito ito kalaki, hopefully dito pa rin titira ang mga anak namin 
kahit magkaroon na sila ng sarili nilang family. Pag tanda naming mag- 
asawa, dito na rin kami. This is our dream house, ” Ginger says of the home 
they also share with her mom and a granddaughter (whom she likes to call 
her youngest daughter). 

For now, while two of her kids are still in their teens, the home serves 
as their favorite meeting place with friends. “Sabi ko sa kanila, if they want 
to go out with their friends, why not here na lang?” says Ginger. Apart from 
the main house. Ginger’s eldest daughter occupies her own pad by the pool. 

Ginger turned to a long-time friend, interior designer Kristine Neri- 
Magturo, after the house had been built. Says Kristine about working 
with Ginger and her husband, “They love to travel and go scuba diving, so 
they’re really nature lovers. I suggested a modern tropical theme, and it 
turned out it was what they really wanted to go for.” 

Having agreed on the theme, the homeowners and Kristine breezed 
through the rest of the process. “Ginger’s husband likes to take photos to 
document their family’s memorable moments, so they requested a ‘wall of 
fame-ily,’ which we placed along the hallway of the third floor,” Kristine adds.

Apart from ample space for their family mementos, the 
owners also requested for an airy and open space. “ Ayaw 
nila ng bahay na hindi sila magkikita-kita” says Kristine. In 
fact, one of Ginger’s daughters shares that if you couldn’t 
find the siblings in the library, there are only two other 
places to look in: the dining area and the study. 

Their home’s sprawling space — with a koi pond and 
mini-golf area to boot — may reflect a certain degree of 
extravagance, but the family has very simple joys. Handling 
the family business is stressful for Ginger and her husband, 
and they just want “something we and the kids will enjoy 
when we come home. Yung para kaming nasa resort.” 

Even in the choice of furniture, the homeowners 
wanted pieces they can associate themselves with: modest 
but far from plain. Some pieces were bought off the fioor 
at Our Home, while Urban Abode customized the rest of 
the furniture. 

“There were areas na kailangan customized ang 
furniture, like the living area, kasi malalaki ang kailangan. 
Yung choices namin, specific. Kahit sobrang simple lang, hindi 


nakikita sa iba. Everything na makikita mo dito, ‘yunyung 
personality namin,” Ginger says. 

As far as Kristine is concerned, the challenges of this 
house project went beyond designing and customizing 
furniture, as she felt the need to integrate architectural 
features as well. “I needed to treat the walls, andyung" wood 
cladding sa hallways, sumisilip din sa front. When you’re 
outside and the blinds are drawn up, may silip na wood. 
Hindi siya all glass house,” says Kristine. 

Even in the materials used, Kristine kept to the 
tropical feel. “I used natural sandstone for the wall — hindi 
nakakasawa or overwhelming. Very subdued, may texture, 
elegant,” she describes. 

The furniture pieces customized for this large space 
served the purpose of zoning the areas, which is particularly 
important when the family has guests. “Even if they are 
a small family, they like having cousins and other family 
members over. So although hindi sila mahilig mag-host ng 
party for friends, they like hosting family gatherings. They 
really value family highly,” adds Kristine. RL

A classy yet homey atmosphere greets 

you upon entering this two-story abode 
where a young family of four resides. A 
number of outstanding elements reveal 
that this is a Manosa house: a generous 
amount of natural light streaming through the 
windows, homegrown materials used for the ceiling, 
and distinctly Filipino architectural details. 

The homeowners decided to call this their home after 
renting a space-challenged townhouse. At first, their 
concern was how to keep a 500-sqm home clean, but 
they are slowly getting used to having more space to 
move around in since the house was turned over early 
this year. 

Vivian Gacad, the couple’s long-trusted interior 
designer, was already in the picture as early as the 
planning stage in 2013. Having previously designed the 
homeowners’ condo properties, Vivian was the likely 
choice to work with the architects in ensuring that the 
family’s needs are met. 

“It’s better to have a designer from the beginning, 
so at least you can lay out the floor plan according to 
the client’s needs. Since I have known the client for a 
long time, I know their needs and their personality,” 
Vivian shares. 

During the construction, Vivian was able to help 
pinpoint specifics with regards to space appropriation

and other construction requirements. “It saved us from 
too-late realizations, and in a way, cost na rin, kasi 
maraming babakbakin pag may kulang. Even lighting 
and outlets should be factored in while you are doing 
the layout,” adds Vivian. 

The bahay /cuho-inspired house, which was 
designed by Gelo Manosa, son of iconic architect 
Francisco “Bobby” Manosa, has the signature elements 
of a traditional Filipino home, such as woven details, 
a pitched-roof, and a banggerahan, but made modern 
with streamlined forms that are hallmarks of a Manosa 
design. Vivian says, “Hindi na itoyung traditional na 
may mga ukit, but it’s more streamlined. In the choice 
of throw pillows and fabrics, we went for modern 
patterns. For the furniture, we opted for those with 
simple lines but using local materials.” 

Not one to stick to a single style, Vivian mixed the 
old and the new by combining these modern elements 
with antique items — a preference that the homeowners 
also share so that the look is “not too ancient, not too 
modern.” She took inspiration from the homeowners’ 
startup collection of paintings and fused the prominent 
colors into the home’s overall scheme. 

More importantly, the homeowners’ unassuming 
character is reflected in their space, along with their 
personal taste. “The wife, in particular, knows ano 
yung maganda, but she needs help mixing it up. So 
talagang tinatawagan niya ako. Sa colors, they would 
make suggestions, and then I would work from there,” 
describes Vivian. 

There are still a few blank walls waiting for the 
perfect painting. The homeowners have just started 
their art collection, and Vivian has advised them to 
wait patiently for the ones that will really speak to 
them. “It’s not a priority to have a good painting at 
this point, so rather than buy something so-so, I tell 
them it can wait.” 

Although home trends change, Vivian says it’s 
possible for the look of the home to evolve as well, but 
she emphasizes: “The house is designed in such a way 
na hindi siya maluluma. It’s beautifully made.” RL

VIVIAN’S RL MEMORIES 

When Vivian obtained, her 
interiar designer license in the 
early 2000s, there weren t a lot 
of design magazines available 
locally. Clients considered it 
pure vanity to have an interior 
designer! If you wereht well 
connected, you would have a hard 
time getting clients. It came to a 
point wherein I seriously thought 
about going abroad,” she recalls. 

But since Real Living asked 
her to take on various home 
makeover projects for the 
magazine and started featuring 
her residential projects in 2005, 
Vivians phone wouldnt stop 
ringing. Clients were hiring her 
services left and right. I was 
very blessed. I was thankful ta 
be so busy! exclaims Vivian, 
adding that the experience 


enabled her to get to know 
people from all walks of life. 

Sometimes, I would accept 
clients just because mabaii silal 
I would charge almast at cost 
lang. You have to give back 
professionally, in that way 

Even while on hiatus, Vivian 
would still receive inquiries from 
those who came to know about 
her work through RL. Today, 
she says that the economy has 
improved, and homeowners 
have become more exposed 
to design styles, hence the 
increasing demand for interior 
design services. 

Real living isnt about going 
with the latest trend or what 
others perceive as cool and 
hip.

B eauty is not a foreign concept to celebrated Filipino fashion designer 
Frederick Peralta. After all, each dress he creates exudes class and 
sophistication, earning praises for both the wearer and the dress. His 
home, likewise, is something worthy of admiration and accolades. 
“It’s a fifties-style quadruplex,” says Frederick of his Quezon 
City home, where he has already been staying for a year. He used to live in a 
three-door apartment, which was featured in Real Living August 2006, also in 
the same area. But now, that apartment will be demolished. “Of course, this 
is a new beginning. This is bigger than where I used to stay. I found this place 
with no sign of lease or rent.

1 . Should I already have my house plant-scaped along with its interior? 

Make plants part of the whole space from the start. “If you are putting 
plants (which you should) in an interior, integrate it with the whole interior, 
and not just as an afterthought when designed rooms look bare.” 

2. How can I incorporate greens if I only live in a condo unit? 

Decorate corners with plants. “Put plants on pedestals that you can locate 
in corners of rooms. You may also integrate plants with some of your 
tabletop accessories on console tables or coffee tables, or as a dining 
centerpiece. For kitchen spaces, you can have an herb container that you 
can place near windows.” 

3. How do I arrange my indoor plants? Go for a casual arrangement. 

“Arrange them in odd numbers and asymmetrically, so they appear to be 
more natural.”

1. 1 have dozens of bags. How do I keep them under control? 
Create a system. “Try to have a storage that makes it easy for 
you to see your options. Avoid putting them one on top of the 
other, because it will be harder to select. Likewise, your bags 
might get deformed.” 

2. 1 store my bags in my closet. However, I find it impossible 
to find my bags when I get dressed in the morning. Segregate 
your bags. “If possible, arrange them according to color or even 
material. For leather goods, it’s best to air them once in awhile 
rather than storing them in closed containers.” 

3. What’s an alternative way of storing bags? “For bags that 
you regularly use, you can hang them on nice racks, or attach 
pegs on a wall for your bag display. Just a word of caution; do 
not display too many to avoid clutter.” 

4. I’d like to show off my designer bags. How can I display 
them as a collection? Showcase them in display cases. “For 
small bags that you occasionally use, put them in display 
cases, stylishly arranged together with some of your items in 
open shelves.”

The Living area is now more defined, thanks to furniture - 
from Robinsons Department Store and Handyman, Like 
the side tabLes and coffee tabLe.

SOME HOMES ARE RIDDLED WITH CLUTTER, while some are too 
organized that they border on looking boring. The latter applies to 
Jamie Endaya’s starter nest. Though Jamie admits to hoarding stuff, 
her home still lacks the personality and coziness she wants for her 
young family. “We were focusing on accumulating stuff instead of 
focusing on the house,” says Jamie. 

But that’s not to say that the lady of the house has no idea of 
what she wants for her home. In fact, she has a clear picture of how 
she wants it to look like. “She had a peg, which was very helpful... 
very visualy wng" conversation namin. It was very easy to do,” says 
interior designer Kat Villanueva-Lopez. “I requested for blue and 
yellow... I told her I want a unified look,” recalls Jamie. 

Before Kat proceeded to ticking off Jamie’s requests, the 
designer made sure to first address what was needed. “It was too 
open. When you enter the front door, you see everything,” Kat says 
of her first impression of Jamie’s home. She immediately knew that 
she had to define the areas she was tasked to redecorate: the living 
area, which sported only an old, enormous sofa; and the play area, 
which was located under the stairs. 

The bulky sofa, which still has good bones, was reupholstered 
in blue curtain fabric, which Kat sourced from Robinsons 
Department Store. She then added two side tables from Handyman, 
and these fiank the sofa. On these tables are geometric-base lamps 
(from Robinsons Department Store) that give the area some mood 
lighting come evening. Completing the living area setup are ottomans 
that Kat arranged to form a round coffee table. These ottomans are 
actually clothes hampers from Robinsons, but they also function as 
storage spaces for the toys of Jamie’s five-year-old son Aki.

The play area under the stairs 
became a more organized library, 
thanks to built-in shelves that Kat had 
made. What used to be a bare wall in 
the small nook now sports a dainty 
damask wallpaper in blue and white 
(from Handyman). This wall extends 
to the family’s new gallery wall — a 
blank, white surface that Kat had 
repainted in bright yellow. The cheery 
hue is complemented with a grouping 
of white photo frames (from Robinsons 
Department Store) also in damask- 
like patterns — an eye-catching way to 
display the many photos of the family. 

Even the dining area got a little 
makeover: Kat had the six-seater dining 
table extended to accommodate eight 
people (four chairs from Robinsons 


Department Store and the four ottomans- 
turned-coffee table serve as seats), while 
pendant lamps from Handyman replaced 
the old lighting piece above it. There’s 
also Kat’s most ingenious “innovation” 
in this makeover: the blue, grid-like 
panels that divide the dining area and 
kitchen from the rest of the spaces are 
actually dog mats. These also serve as 
the Endayas’ gallery wall for their own 
artwork that they can hang without 
having to drill onto their concrete walls. 

When asked which spot is her 
favorite, Jamie replies, “Parang ang hirap 
pumili! But if I have to, it’s this gallery 
wall.” And with a living space that now 
boasts more personality and interesting 
vignettes, you really can’t put a finger on 
just one favorite spot.

“We’ve decided no yung bottom 
shelf is really for our bags. Now we have a drop-off point 
for our keys, wallet, and loose change,” Jamie gushes.
